HICAGO, Nov. 15.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] J. Ogden Armour, noted as 
a powerful factor in the world of f- 
nance and head of the firm of Armour 
& Company, declared today that there 
had been not only a reduction in the 
price of meats and other stockyard 
products, but that the prevailing ten- 
dency was toward a lower schedule. 
But in the expressed opinion of Mr. 
Armour, who consented to discuss the 
“decreased cost of living” with a rep- 
resentative of the Los Angeles Times, 
the general public should not be too 
hasty in reaching the conclusion that 
the skids had been greased for a 
coaster slide from the pinnacle of top- 
notch prices to the bottom of “every- 
thing cheap.“ 
It is the belief of Mr. Armour that 
the descent will be gradual and that 
the level will not be reached for sev- 
eral months at least. 
Prior to the time that Mr. Armour 


| voiced his views on the subject of 


meat prices, a Foutn Side meat dealer 
remarked: 

“We welcome a lower price in the 
cost of meats, but the reduction is 
not the result of prosecutions in the 
Federal ‘courts. It is the outcome of 
the law of supply and demand. - 
tlhe are more plentiful and ore 
meat is cheaper.” 


In discussing the subject of meat 


„prices, Mr. Armour said: 


“The packers’ prices to the retailers 
are based entirely on what we have 
t» pay for the live animals. Generally 
speaking, present prices are lower and 
I beticve they are working toward 
a still lower level. The present situ- 
ation is the result of an enormous 
corn crop and of previous high prices 
tliat stimulated everybody to raise 
live stock. The public is getting the 


"| benefit of present conditions. and 
should get further benefits as the in-

ceased supply of live stock comes to 
the market. 

“The recent high price of meats and 
packing-house products cannot be at- 
tributed In any way to the packers 
or to any combination of persons or 
firms engaged in the packing-house 
industry. It has been due to condi- 
tions that developed from a scarcity 
and a high price of corn, which is 
the basis of the supply of live stock. 

“Conditions in live stock raising are 
bigger than any packer or set of 
packers. The packers welcome lower 
prices. Our prices are based on what 
we have to pay for live stock and the 
sooner the people and the world at 
large realize’ that fact the better it 
will be for everybody. 

“I believe when that fundamental 
fact is understood generally the peo- 
ple will be glad that they have the 
packing industry. No number of 
mall concerns could begin to do bus- 
mess on so small a margin of profit 
as the rs."

CORN IS CAUSE SAYS 
CUDAHY, THE PACKER.

“OMAHA (Neb.) Nov. 15.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. The tide has at last 
turned, änd meat prices are going 
down,” said Edward Cudahy, of the 
big packing firm of Cudahy Packing 
Company. “Really, prices have been 
on the decline for two months, but not 
to an appreciative extent. The de- 
crease has just reached the consum- 
ers. I think prices will go still lower, 
but am not inclined to state just how 
much further the .cut will extend. 

“Primarily the decrease in prices is 
due to the great corn crop produced 
all over the United States, and, in fact, 
in other countries also. The big corn 
crops in foreign countries reduce the 
amount to be exported from America, 
leaving more corn for local consump- 
This has lowered the price on 
corn, and farmers think they can make 
more money feeding the grain than by 
shipping it. For this reason there will 
be more cattle and hogs for the West 
this winter than for several years. 

“It is purely a matter supply and 
demand. If the packers had been re- 
sponsible for the high cost of meats 
there would be no reduction at present. 
If we could make prices high we could 
keep them there. 

“Prices had reached such a high point 
that many had ceased eating meat. 
That permitted the supply to gradually 
catch up, and then came the announce- 
ment of the tremendous corn crop in

ACKSON (rend) Nov. 15.—The in- 
dictment of tho United States 
against the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana on the so-called Grand 
Junction concession charge, by which 
ties aggregating $30,084,000, tonight 
stands shorn of its magnitude.

It was the ruling of Judge McCall 
that within the meaning of the Elkins 


an individual shipment constitutes an 
offense. In the indictment it is charged 
the company committed 1524 offenses, 
basing each of the counts on a ship- 
ment from the company's refinery at 
Whiting, Ind., to points in the South- 
east through Grand Junction, Tenn. 
RULINGS UNEXPECTED. 

Evidence shows only forty-six settle- 
ments, all by monthly transactions be- 
tween the Standard Oi Company. and 
the carriers named in the bill within 
the years covered, 1908 to 1905. Hence 
should the company be found guilty 
on all charges now standing, the max!- 
mum penalty possibile to be assessed 
would be a fine of $920,000.

Of secondary importance only in that 
a final ruling was not made, Judge 
McCall also held ¢entatively that dates 
shown in the indictment should con- 
form to the proof tendered. 

The rulings came unexpectedly. A 
huge case of documentary evidence 
was hauled into the courtroom early 
in the morning. and the first session 
was devoted to a somewhat ineffectual 
effort to have them identified and 
proved by several witnesses.

DYNAMITE TEST.

ORT MONROE (Va) Nov. 15.— 

High explosive tests on the monitor 

Puritan, anchored in Hampton 
Roads, today damaged the vessel so 
seriously that it was necessary to send 
a hurry call for tugs to the Norfolk 
navy yard to tow the battered warship 
to a dry dock. | 

The tests were required by a provi- 
sion in the ordinance appropriation bill 
passed by the last Congress. 

Two charges of 200 pounds each, 
nitroglycerine and gelatine, unconfined 
except as to thin covering of sheet iron, 
were exploded. In the first test the 
explosive was placed against the side 
of the after-turret of the monitor; in 
the second, against the side of the 
vessel, just above the water line. 

Naval officers and experts present 
admit more damage was done than 
they anticipated.

The first explosion cracked the side 
plate of the turret, which was eight 
inches and forced it inward about eight

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The result 
of the experiment on the monitor Puri- 
tan refutes the contention of naval ord- 
nance officers that the expiosion would 
not materially damage the vessel, but 
would follow the lines of least resist 
ance, and spend its force upward and 
outward. 

The problem that now presents itself 
is by what means could a similar un- 
confined charge be placed and explod- 
ed along the side of a ship in time of 
war. Some officers intimated the air- 
ship might be utilized for dropping the 
explosives on à man-of-war, although 
they emphasized that an aerial craft 
would have to be at least 5000 feet 
above a battleship to be out of range 
of its guns, while the battleship would 
present a small target.

Battle Started Three Years Ago 
Regarding irrigation Company 
Nears its Finish—Outlaw Who

SANTA ANA, Nov. 15.—f{Exclusive 
Dispatch] Partisans of a new policy 
for the development of water by the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation Company 
believe that they have at last won a 
battle they began three years ago. At 
5 o'clock the polls closed on the elec- 
tion of directors of this co-operative 
‘company, which irrigates 17,500 acres. 
The date of the annual election was 
early in October, but there was no 
quorum. 

Determined to bring the matter to 
an issue, the partisans of the new 
policy caused an adjournment from 
time to time and between dates rustied 
for proxies. In the meantime, the old 
board did nothing, confident that there 
could be no election. | 

Today, however, when a quorum 
seemed certain, the old board threw 
in its proxies and the polls were 
opened. The count may not be com- 
pleted for two or three days. 

The policy of the “old board,” as it 
is known, has been toward increasing 
the capital stock 
company and the development of water 
by carrying out engineering projects 
in the Santa Ana River. The pro- 
posed new policy is to develop water 
money: specifically, by 
plants.

Clubs That Permit Betting 

Will Lose Their Rights. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—When the 
next New York Legislature convenes 
at Albany, a bill will be introduced 
legalizing public boxing exhibits of a 
limited number of rounds before incor- 
porated athietic clubs. 

Sporting enthusiasts here assert they 
have received assurance of support 
from at least 100 members of the Leg- 
isliature, and believe it will pass. 

The bill, as tentatively drawn up, in- 
N @ novel clause, providing for a 
State boxing commission, to be com- 
posed of three members appointed by 
the Governor, whose duties will in- 
clude the issuing of licenses to clubs 
of recognized stability. The framers of 
the bill believe that cbs should pay 
high fees for licenses, probably $1000 
per club annually, with a percentage 
of net receipts, to be collected as a 
State tax, the entire money thus reai- 
ized to be turned over to the State 
charitable institutions. The committee 
will also grant a permit for each con- 
test and have the power to prevent 
battles that might termed prize 
fights, because of the notoriety of the 
pugilists. 

The bill, as drawn up by the boxing 
men, limits the length of each contest 
to twenty rounds of three minutes 
each, with a compulsory rule that ref- 
erees must prevent knockouts at all 

Clubs that permit open bet- 
ting on bouts will forfeit their licenses, 
which.also may be revoked by the 
commission for any other breach of 
the rules.

United States Geological Survey.

quarters had been engaged for him. 
Mr. Smith's mission te Callfernia 18 
to investigate the ofl situation. His 
visit is no surprise, as it was an- 
nounced from Washington several 
weeks ago that he would pay the 
State a visit during the fall. 

His coming is supplemental, to some 
extent, to the recent investigations 
of the conditions surrounding the oil 
situation made by Frank Pierce, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior. 
Smith was preceded to Los Angeles 
by W. C. Mendenhall and Robert An- 
derson of the Geological Survey. They 
have made arrangements for him to 
meet informally many of the oil men 
in this city during his short stay. 

According to Mr. Mendenhall, the 
object is to secure information from 
the oil men in regard to the attitude 
of the government and the policies 
now in fore. In particular, Director 
Smith desires to Jearn the relation of 
his department to the California oi) 
problems. 

Arrangements had been made for Di- 
rector Smith -to meet several oil men 
at dinner at 6:30 o'clock last evening 
at the California Club, but his train 
was several hours late and the pro- 
gramme had to be changed. After 
two or three days in this city. Mr. 
Smith and his party will go to Bakers- 
field and Coalinga for a stay of three 
or four days, during which time all 
the information available will be se- 


cured. Later they will go to San 
Francisco, where representatives of 
the oil industry will be heard.

THE NEW ZEALAND SYSTEM 

ASSESSMENT. 

Since the Arizona solons are ex- 
perimenting with all sorts of fads in 
the Constitution of the proposed 
‘State, why not try the New Zealand 
system of assessment of real estate? 
The owner of realty in that antipo- 
dean Paradise is furnished with a 
blank form, which he fills with a de- 
scription of his land and the .im- 
provements thereon, if any, and he 
states the value thereof. He swears 
to the accuracy of the description 
and valuation, and files the paper 
with the tax board. The appraisal 
is supposed to be on the basis of fair 
cash market value. The tax board 
will carefully consider his return, and 


OF 


per cent. of the value of the property 
they will approve it, and be will pay 
taxes accordingly. 

But if they find that the taxpayer 
has, either through ignorance or de- 
sign, undervalued his estate, they win 
advance the valuation to a proper 
gum, and return the corrected assess- 
ment to him for acceptance. If, with- 
in a certain number of days he does 
not accept the new valuation the 
board will nogity him that the munic- 
ipality elects to buy the property of 
uim at his original valuation. The 
board will then offer the property for 
sale at public auction to the highest 
bidder, at a minimum price of eighty 
per cent. of its value as fixed by the 
board. When sold there will be paid 
to the owner a sum equal to his orig- 
inal valuation, and the remainder, less 
the cost of advertising and sale, will 
go into the public treasury. The 
board also reserves the right, in the 
case of large estates, to divide the 
property into smaller parcels. 

There is no redemption from a sale 
thus made, and the purchaser of the 
property, on receipt of the commis- 
sioners’ deed, is entitled without 
process of law to be placed by the 
authorities in immediate possession 
of the property. 

This plan of assessment and tax- 
ation is said to have proved satisfac.

The Chinaman intent on coming 
here tries every means to evade the 
laws of the United States and Can- 
ada which say he shall only land 
upon this Pacific Coast undér certain 
conditions. He seeks underground 
routes, and, no doubt, when airship 
voyages are cheaper and more com- 
mon, he will essay the above-ground 
way. 

The Federal Court of the Los An- 
geles district is kept busy deciding 
whether Wong or Kong or Cheong 
is in this country rightfully. Several 
men not too careful of how they ar- 
rive at fortune, take tainted money 
fog bringing yellow humans across 
the border from Old Mexico and 
through the wilds of San Diego and 
Orange counties.

For months at 
a time perhaps the ships’ manifests 
at Vancouver and Victoria showed 
only a couple of merchants or stu- 
dents, but nary a coolie willing to pay 
$500. Then it was observed up 
north that a sudden thirst for infor- 
mation about Canada seemed to have 
taken possession of Celestials. One 
steamer brought a score of students, 
on the next boat there were forty, 
then fifty. Soon it began to be no- 
tlced in Vancouver that the Chinese 
population was rapidly increasing, 
but nobody seemed to pay that $500 
poll tax. :
